MEETINGS OF ODD FELLOWS AND 
MASONS. 


The Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows in Bos- 
ton—Over Thirty Thousand Visitors in the 
City-The Commanderies of Knights 
Templar Arriving in St. Louis. 


Roston, September 20.—The annual session 
of the sovereign gaand lodge I. O. 0. F. opened 
in Odd Fellows hall this morning. The pro- 
ceedingsare secret. It is understood that the 
action of grand lodge will comprise routine 
work, such as the appoitment of committees, 
etc.. and the arranging of the general order of 


business of the convention. 

The convention will be undoubtedly the 
most elaborate affair of the kind ever held in 
this country. The principal feature of the 
weck will be a great parade on Wednesday, 
though entire programme is of great interest 
to Odd Fellows. It now seems probable that 
the total number of visitors will not be fer 
from 30,000 and the capacity of Boston's hos- 
telries bids fair tobe taxed to its utmost. 

This evening a banquet will be tendered the 
sovercign grand lodge by the grand lodge and 
zrand encampment of Massachusetts. Gover- 
nor Robinson, Mayor O'Brien, and other prom- 
inent citizens, have been invited to be present. 
qn Tuesday the sovereign grand ledge will 
again meet in Odd Fellow’s hall and elect 
cficers and transact other business. 

In the evening a meeting of past grand rep- 
reseutatives will be held in Tremont temple. 
There will be music and speeches from dis- 
tinguished visitors and members of the sov- 
ercign grand lodge. 

On Wednesday the grand parade will occur. 
(nun Thursday the sovereign grand lodge will 
prabably attend a performance at Hollis street 
theater by special invitation of Manager Rich. 
Friday will be “ladies’ day” and an excursion 
will be made to Wellesley college on invitation 
oithe president. Mrs, Durant Hunnewell’s 
gardens will also be visited. On Saturday the 
Sovere'gn grand lodge will hold its closing 
session in Odd Fellow’s hall and adjourn. 

Reports of grand officers were presented to- 
cay, beginning witnthat of Henry D. Garry, 
grand sire, who, in opening, traced the growth 
ofthe order since its last meeting in Boston 
twenty-two years ago, in 1564, with less than 
10,000 New England members. The same 
territory now numbers 65,00) _ breth- 
ren, The ordcr in general 
has shared this prosperity. In 1564, in the 
whole world the number of members was 137,- 
623. Today there are 517,310 members with an 
increase in total revenue of over four millions. 
The order is prosperous in foreign countries. 
Mr. Garry advocated the retention of the 
permanent location of the grand lodge in Bal- 
timore. 

The figures of the various Odd Fellows ben- 
eficial associations show receipts for the past 
year of $1,050,905, paid to families of deceased 
members $873,363; deaths 1,752; members in 
good standing 46,144: money on hand $57s,- 
S20. The benefit figures cover 41 bodies. all 
ihat reports have been received from, The 
grand secretary's report contains statements 
showing the condition of the order in the 
United States, Canada and foreign jurisdic- 
tions. Zhe prospects of both lodges and en- 
campments for the present year are very flat- 
tering. The report of the grand treasurer 
showed a balance on hand on Augast 20, 1885, 
of $15,672. Receipts for the year $4,013. Ex- 
penditures $42,420 and available asseta of the 
sovereign lodge 373 096. 


THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


Over Ten Thousand Already in St. Louis 
and as Many More Expected, 


Sv. Lovis, September 20.—It was after mid- 
night when the last special train discharged 
its load of visitors to the triennial conclave 
lest night, and the day had not broken this 
morning when the procession of arriving com- 
manderies was reviewed. At an early hour 
bands were playing and commanderies were 
marching, and the history of the forenoon has 
been a repetition of the night on a much more 
extensive scale. At the union depot the 
tracks were crowded with extra trains. No 
gooner is one emptied than another takes ite 
place. Along the wharves on thc river front 
a similai scene of activity is witnessed, many 
commanderies from along the rivers having 
chartered steamers which will be used as 
combined hoteland headquarters during the 
“week.” The weather seems as if specially de- 
signed for the occasion, and in consequence 
the streets are thronged with sightseers, while 
everywhere may be seen marching comman- 
deries, making fraternal calls on local and 
visiting headquarters. It is an _ utter 
impossibility at the present time to give 
an accurate estimate of the number of 
knights already on the ground. 

Representativesjof every state and territory 
have reported, while three are present from 
Honolula, Most Eminent Grand Master Robert 
i. Withers, United States consul-general at 
Hong Kong. Hecame ali the way from that 
place, arriving yesterday. At noon the rush 
of visitors was still unabated, and if anything, 
increasing. Fully ten thousand knights had 
arrived by noon, and more than an equal 
number are expected this afternoon and to- 
night. All trains are more or iess delayed by 
the immense traflic. There will be but one short 
sersion on change tomorrow and \Vednesday 
noon: 

Qneof the chief subjects for discussion is 
the question of amending the organic law of 
the order with regard to the powers and priv- 
ileges ofthe grandencampmert. A meeting 
of members of the zrand encampment has been 

‘called for tomorrow afternoon to decide what 
course opponents of the proposed changes shall 
puriue. Acircular letter accompanying the 
call sets forth the matterin controversy. It 
quotes from proceedings of the grand com- 
apandery of Nebraska, which appointed a 
sp<ccial detail of five, in May of this year, to 
prepare a report on propositions for changes 
made by the grand commandery of Peansyl- 
vania and being adopted as the views of the 
Towa grand comiuandery was formulated by 
the latter body in five resolutions.

The Taylor Brothers Speak at Murfreesboro, 
Several Thousand People Present. 

NASHVILLE, September 20.—[Special.]—Alf 
and Bob Taylor spoke in Murfreesboro today to 
several thousand people in the courthouse yard.

COVERINGS OF GOODS. 


Attorney-General Jenks 


Touching Disputed Questions. 

WASHINGTON, September 20.—Acting At- 
torney General Jenks has given an opinion to 
the acting secretary of the treasury in regard 
to}various disputed questions which havearisen 
as to dutiable value of coverings of imported 
merchandise, under the provisions of section 
seven of the tariff act and the decision of the 
United States supreme court in the Oberteuffer 
case. 

Judge Jenks discusses several questions at 
length, and gives his conclusions thereon as 
follows: 

ist. That sacks, boxes and coverings of any 
kind, on which was repealed as charges by the 
reventh section of the act of March 3, 1883, are not 
subject to duty, neither asa partof the value of 
the goods nor separately, except when they come 
under the proviso to that section or to some spec- 
ial provision of law. 

2d That the portion of the opinion in the case 
of Oberteuffer vs. Kobinson, in regard to the non- 
dutiable character of boxes, etc., designed for use 
in bona fide transportation of goods, is an authori- 
tative interpretation of law on that subject. 

sd. That 100 per cent ad valorem can be imposed 
upon coverings only when their material or form 
justifies the conclusion that they were used @s such 
to evade duties, or when they were designed or 
eontem plated to be applied to some use other than 
to that of coverings for transportation tothe United 
Staies of merchandise they then enclose, even 
though that use as a covering only should continue 
after the gocds had passed beyond the custom- 
house to market or the consumer, 

ith. The mere fact that boxes, sacks, crates, or 
covcrings of any kind oy be used after 
importation for other uses, if such uses were not 
designed at or before the time of importation, and 
there was not at the time a design to evade duty 
by their use as covering, will not subject such 
coverings to 100 per cent ad valorem duty as pre- 
scribed by the penalty. The100 percent duty. in 
the proviso‘ altbough not interma penalty is an 
untrually bigh duty. — ; ) 

The section under consideration clearly 
excludes coverings from valuation as part of 
the goods. The second element in the proviso 
to the section implies no turpitude on the part 
of the importer. In balanced cases in a cus- 
toms act, doubt isto be resolved in favor of 
importer. Hence, although coverings, after a 
port is reached, might, by the literal inter- 
pretation, be construed, if intended for use 
thereafter, as a cover to the same goods to be 
designed for use otherwise than in the bona 
fide transportation of goods to the United 
States. Yet, such interpretation, while within 
the letter, would be a violation of the spirit of 
the act.

THE PATENT OFFICE. 


A Statement as to the Business of the Past 
Year. 

WASHINGTON, September 20. —F rom a state- 
ment prepared by the commissioner of patents, 
showing the operations of the patent office 
during the past fiscal year, it appears that re- 
ceipts from all seurces were $1,206,167, as 
against $1,207,974 during the preceding year, 
while expenditures were $992,247, leaving sur- 
plus of $213 916. The surplus for the year of 
1885 was $140,851. The number of applica- 
tions for patents received was 37,695; applica- 
tions for design patents received, 731; applica- 
tions for reissue of patents received, 168; ap- 
plications for registration of trade 
mrrks, 1,202; applications for registration 
of labels 792, making a total of 40,678 as 
against 55,658 in the previous year, The num- 
ber of caveats filed was 2,546. The numberof 
patents granted, including reissues and de- 
signs, was 24,154; number of trade marks reg- 
istered 1,688; number of labels registered 397, 
making a total of 25,619 as compared with 24,- 
307 during the precoding year. Three thou- 
sand seven hundred and fifth-eight patents 
were withheld for non-payment of final fees. 
Applications to the number of 6,712 were 
awaiting action by the office on July first last, 
an increase over the number on hand at the 
beginning of the previous year of 16 per cent; 
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THE SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


The Treasury Department Preparing Them 
for Distribution. 


WASHINGTON, September 20.— Arrange- 
ments are being made at the treasury depart- 
ment for an early districution of the new sil- 
ver certificates which are now being printed 
atthe bureau of engraving and printing as 
rapidly as possible. The first batoh of one 
dollar certificates was received at the treasury 
department today. It consisted of 5,000 sheets 
and amounted to $20,000. They now need 
only the seal of the treasury deparsment to be 
finished notes. 

The bureau will continue to priat these 
notes at the rate of >20,000 per day during the 
present week. Additional facilities will be 
supplied next week by which the issue will be 
increascd to $80,000 a day. Orders for these 
billsin large amcunts have been received from 
all parts of the country. It is the purpose of 
the depaitment, however, to hold the notes 
until the supply willallowa pro rata diatri- 
bution of a respectable amouut to each section 
of the country, and they will be shipped from 
Washington so as to secure their simultaneous 
delivery at the various sub-treasuries, It is 
expected that the “ones” will be put into gen- 
eral circulation in about two weeks. The two 
dollar certificates are somewhat delayed, and 
will not be ready for issue for about three 
weeks. They are in great demand, and their 
completion will be hastened as fast as possi- 
bie.

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KILLED FOR A QUARTER. 


A HORRIBLE MURDER IN GRANTSE- 
VILLE, S. C. 


Two ‘Negroes Quarre] Over @ Debt of Twenty-Five 
Cents, Which Results in the Death of One at 
the Hands of the Other—The Murderer 
Surrenders Himself—Other Crimes. 


GRANITEVILLE, 8.C., September 20.—[Spe- 
cia).J— One of the most horrible murders in 
the history of our town was committed here, 
or rather in Madison, about half a mile from 
Graniteville. Two negroes, Press 
Williams ands Allick Lewis, be- 
came engaged ina difficulty about a trifling, 
sum—25 cents—owed by Williams to Lewis. 
The quarrel consisted entirely of loud and 
profane language at first, but finally Lewis 
attacked Williams witha stick, striking him 
with it. Williams then drew a pistol from 
his vest pocket and fired, the bullet entering 
the brain of Lewis through the 
right temple, killing him instantly. 
At seeing his antagonist fall] dead at his feet 
Williams turned away unconcernedly and d> 
livered himself up to the authorities. Gran- 
iteville was convulsed at the news of the mur- 
der, great excitement prevailing. The killing 
was done near a barroom and neither of the 
parties were in good repute, Lewis the mur 
dered man having but recently finished a 
term in the penitentiary. It is believed by 
many thatsomething not all concerned with 
the debt caused the shooting. 

At the coroner’s inquest the jury returned 4 
verdict that Alex Lewis came to his death at 
the hand of Press Williams and that the samé¢ 
was murder. Williams was carried to Aikea 
and there placed in the county jail. | 


HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


Citizens of Birmingham Waylaid, 
Krocked Down and Robbed. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.,September 20,—[Special.} 
A highway robbery was committed at a late 
bour Saturday night on the persons of William 
Kirkland, a prominent resident, and his son, 
Jesse, who were returning from the city en 
route home. They were stopped by two ne- 
groes, Anthony Brantley, a city convict guard, 
and Flem Shay, a notorious negro about town, 
who with sticks knocked the gentlemen from 
the wagon and robbed their pockets of what 
money they had. Brantley shot Mr. Kirkland 
twice in the back of the head with murderous 
intent. His son ran away in the darkness and 
escaped, pursued by the negroes, who shot at 
him. Neighbors heard the shooting, went to 
the spot and found Mr. Kirkland unconscious, 
He was given medical 
was out todsy. The chief of police 
detailed Officer Nevill, who worked the case, 
disguised asafarmer. He placed the negroes 
in the city prison. Friends of Mr. Kirkland 
were indignant and formeda party to lynch 
the negroes last night. Chief Pickard station- 
ed five armed police officers at the city prison 
and used other precautionary measures. The 
evidence is conclusive against the negroes, in 
whose pockets were found chloroform and 
articles belonging to Mr. Kirkland. Fears are 
apprehended that the negroes will be lynched 
tonight.

ixhuman Treatment of a Patient by An In- 
sane Asylum Keeper. 

New YorK, September 20.—Caarles M. 
Edgerton, Flat Bush insane asylum keeper, 
accused of causing the death of Patrick Mc- 
Carthy, an imbecile inmate of that institution 
by carelessly scalding him ina bathtub, was 
examined by the coroner today. He claimed 
to be innocent of any intent to murder, but 
was arraigned in the police court and held on 
a charge of manslaughter. Inthe post mor- 
tem examination it was found that the body 
ofthe paralytic McCarthy was completely 
parboiled and in many parts denuded of skin. 
The unfortunate patient had been helpless for 
years and thc keepers had to help him in the 
most common necessities of life. Death re- 
sulted from scalding alone.

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THESHAKING EARTH, 


Charleston Still Rocked by the Earth- 


Co_umsta, 8. C., September 20.—[Special.]— 
Despite the cheerful prognostications of the 
seismologists, earthquake shocks continue to 
occurin the low country. The Charleston 
News and Courier, for good and sufficient rea- 
sons of itsown, has ceased reporting the re- 
currences ofshocks. It does not wish to partarb 
frightened people of the city, and it is doubt- 
less right in suppressing earthquake news. 
But, alithe same, the commotion continues 
with brief intervals of quietude. The recent 
movements at Summerville were severe 
enough to scare the people badly, causing sev- 
eral families to return to Columbia for safety, 
One family were induced to return to their 
partly demolished home, They had just set 
about putting things to rights when the build- 
ing was violently shaken. So frightened and 
unnerved were they by this unexpected mani- 
festation that they took the first train for Co- 
lumbia and are now here. They could not be 
induced to go back to Summerville. 

Even in Columbia several faint shocks have 
occurred within the past three days, and many 
people, the women erpecially, are still demor- 
alized. Theirnumerous systems sustained so 
tremendous a jar that they have not yet been 
able to cool down to their normal condition. 
It is feared that some of the most di tressing 
effects of the direful calamity are not yet visi- 
ble; many cases of fatal sickness wiil devel- 
op in consequence of the shocked systems of 
delicate people, and not a few persons may lose 
their reason. 

Captain George‘ Holmes, a prominent Charles: 
tonian, passed through Columbia yesterday on 
his way to Washington city to accept an im- 
portant position recently tendered him by 
Piesident Cleveland. In a ten—minutes’ talk 
with the captain, he told much in that short 
space oftime. He represents the greater pro- 
portion of the Charleston people as still badly 
demoralized and in a perpetual state of appre- 
hevsion, The impression still exists that there 
may be repetitions of the shocks and 
that the fature shocks may be as fatal as was 
the great shock of August 31. This apprehen- 
sicn it is impossible to allay. The people 
recognize the-fallibility and impoteacy of the 
socalled scientists, and very little reliance is 
placed in their. statements and predictions, 
Captain Holmes commended in glowing words 
the bravery displayed by the business men in 
resuming traflic under such adverse circum- 
stances. He says that the people of grand old 
Charleston have demeaned themselves nobly 
all through the trying events of the past two 
weeks. Captain Holmes thinks that more 
than five thousand people have left Charleston, 
most of whom he expects to return, but some 
of whom he believes can never be induced to 
return to the city to live there. While not 
very glowing in his forecast of the future, yet 
he can see much suffering ahead. The city 
may in time recoup herself, but the proce:s of 
en is certain te be slow and pain-

CHARLESTON AND SUMMERVILLE. 


Several Slight Shocks of Earthquake—Not 
Much Notice Taken of Them. 


CHARLESTON, September 20.—The condition 
of Summerville forthe last three days in 1¢e- 
gard to earthquake disturbances has been very 
reassuring, and people are strongly impressed 
with the belief that the annoying tremors and 
detonations are about to cease. On Saturday 
last the whole day passed without even so 
much as a detonation. There were only two 
searce)y audible explosions on Saturday pight, 
separated by an interval of two hours. 

On Sunday about 9 o’clook am, there was a 
plainly audible explosion, which was unac- 
companied by the usual trembling of the earch. 
At 11 o’clock Sunday night there wasa tremor 
which, as the people have become accustomed 
to snch manifestations, caneed little comment. 
At 2 o'clock a.m, there was another slight 
shock of the same character. The detonations 
and tremors are now at very long intervals

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UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


The Number of Cases on Docket—How the 
Judges Spent the Summer, 
WASHINGTON, September 20—The supreme 
court of the United States will convene for 
the October term of 188-7, on Monday the 
12th proximo. The number of cases on the 
docket increases steadily from year to year. 
At the close of business in the clerk’s office 
tonight, there were on the docket 1,002 
cases, as compared with %64 in September, 
1885. None of the justices ofthe court ex- 
cept Justice Harlan, are yetin the city.

A REVOLT AGAINST THE GOVERN- 
MENT BY SPANSH SOLDIERS. 


Officers of a Garrison Lead Their Men in « Revolu- 
tion—Loyel Troops Rout the Insurgents, 
Who Flee to the OCountry—The List 
of Killed—Other Foreiga News. 


Mapkrip, September 20.—A revolution was 
attempted last night by a number of Spanish 
troops quartered in this city. The uprising 
was ill planned, ill managed, and practically 
amounted to little more thana matiny. The 
trouble was inaugurated by a regiment of in- 
fantry quartered in Gilbas barracks. The sol- 
diers revolted, broke down a partition wall that 
separated them from the quarters occupied by 
the cavalrymen and intermingled with the 
men of two cavalry regiments, a namber of 
whom joined in the revolution. The officers 
of all three regiments did all in their power 
to dissuade the men from revolting, but three 
hundred soldiers, after beating a number of 
officials and wounding three, deserted the bar- 
racks, and marched in two bodies through the 
town. 

One body went tothe Prado, the principal 
park and promenade of Madrid. Two thous- 
and troops were quartered in the Prado at the 
time, and the revolutionists expected to be 
joined by them. The other body went hurry- 
ing through the center of Madrid, calling on 
the peopleto joinin the revolutioa, cryin 
“Long live the republic!” and making al 
kinds of threats againstthe monarchy. At 
this time the theaterand other places of 
8m usement were crowded. The populace were 
taken by surprise. In most of the public 
places people flocked out in a panic. In 
all, the entertainments were abruptly 
terminated. The streets were soon filled with 
people, nearly all of whom were terror- 
stricken, because of exaggerated ideas of what 
was travspiring. The insurgents attempted, 
among their first exploits, to secure possession 
of the arsenals, docks and barracks, which 
they attacked with an open fire, but all these 
places were well and successfully defended, 
and the rebels were repulsed finally. Their 
reverses drawing them together, the insurgents 
attacked and got possession of the Southern 
reilway. By this time the autherities had 
taken in the situation and had fully prepared 
to master it. § Loyal troops were 
marched railway, and 
acter a zg they completely 
destroyed the revolutionists,who dispersed into 
the country. During the fightingin the city 
one of the officers leading the insurgents was 
shot and killed. The rebelsshot General Ve- 
larde for refusing to join them.They also mor- 
tally wounded Count Mirasol and killed a 
colonel of artillery. Martial law was pro- 
claimed throughout the city as soon as the 
condition of affairs was clearly perceived by 
the government. The event was a complete 
surprise to Madrid. Quiet was soon restored 
after the revolutionists were driven from the 
Scuthein raiiway. No insurgents were taken 
prisoners. This morning there is no appear- 
ance of revolution or even of disorder. 

While the insurgents fled from town forty 
of them compelled a station master to place at 
their disposal a special train with which they 
made their flight to Amicola de Hendres. The 
goverDment troops were soon in pursuit in an- 
other special train. 

Additional particulars of last night’s revolt 
show that the insurgents also ehouted, “Long 
live the republic, army and Spain.” Large 
numbers of civilians joined their ranks. When 
the suthorites summoned the military to put 
down the insurrection the rebels made a stand 
for a while against the loyal troops, and it was 
in the first brush between the opposing forces 
that General Velarde and the artillery colonel 
were killed. When therevolutionis‘s realized 
thet the other.troops were making no response 
‘otheirappeal they abandoned the fight in 
town and ecampered for the country, most of 
them in the direction of Alcala de Henares, a 
walled city in New Castile, and but seventecn 
miles from Madrid. Many of the rebels gave 
up the fight |cng before the general retreat of 
their comrades and made their escape in the 
darkness. 

The authorities are making a great many 
arrests for complicity in the revolution, and a 
large proportion of the prisoners are officers. 

lt is learned today that the revolution was 
led by Brigadier-General Villacampsa. He 
escaped on the special train which left the city 
on the Southern railway. The loyal troops 
are scouring the suburbs of Madrid in search 
of the fugitive rebels. Telegrams from all the 
provinces show that tho public order remaius 
undisturbed. : 

Ministers who happened to be all absent 
from the city yesterday have been summoned 
to return immediately. It has been learned 
that the revolutionists who started for Alcala 
de Hevares, becoming convinced that the loy- 
alists would stop and probably capture them, 
stopped their special train en route, sent it 
back to Madrid and fled across the country. 
The streets of the city are alive with crowds 
of people eagerly discussing the occurrence of 
last night. 

The government telegraphed to the railway 
authorities to stop the insurgents who were 
fleeing in the direction of Alcala de Henares. 
The order was not complied with, however, as 
the railway officials feared an attack by the 
rebels. (pon their arrival at Alcala de He- 
nares, the insurgents failed to arouse the sym- 
pathy of the people and the troops, and they 
subsecuently attempted to return to Madrid, 
but inthis effort they were foiled, the line 
baving been cut by loyal troops. A skirmish 
took place at Vicaluaro, a village about four 
miles from Madrid. The royalists wounded a 
number of rebels and took several prisoners.

tion amopvg its members. Differences of opinion 
prevail wherever men collect, but an expression 
of the opinion of the majority should stop all bick-

“The decline dates from the time it was 
made avcillary to gambling and swindling, or 
tothe settlement of disputes between vulgar 
scoundrels.

The gross abuse of dueling has 
dore more to remedy its own mischief than 
moral appeals and legal inactments.”’

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A Remarkable Movement. 

The progress of anti saloon ideas in the 
republieap party, and in the country at 
large, is little short of a political miracle. 

The republican anti-saloon mevement 
started only a few months ago. At first it 
met with nothing but sneers and ridicule. 
The representatives of the new policy held 
a national convention in Chicago last week, 
and now nothing is talked of but their plat- 
form, their objects and their probabilities of 
success. 

Never before did so novel and radical an 
upheaval within a national party attract 
such attention and spread so swiftly. Al- 
ready it has run like wildfire across the con- 


tinent. 

Since the adjournment of the convention 
the great dailies of the country have devo- 
ted their editorial columns to the discuss- 
ion of the ruling topic of the hour. [t will 
be ot interest to see how it is viewed by rep- 
resentative journals. 

The New York Sun regards high license as 
the only practicable solution of the liquor 
problem. It says: 

Upon that platform we believe that the prohibi- 
tion party could elect the Hon. Henry W. Blair or 
any other man to the presidency. And there 
would be something in it. ; 

Startling as this prediction may appear, it 
is well backed up by the following utterance 
from the Tribune: 

There isnota step in this programme which 
ought not to be heartily approved by disinterested 
and intelligent advocates of temperance through- 
out the country. To the genuine prohibitionists it 
offers for the first time a practica! and rational 
means of carrying into effect the convictions they 
entertain most strongly. To the friends of tem- 
perance who are not yet prepared for prohibition, 
the new movement holds out a hope of gradual 
popular education which.may produce permanent 
benefits. To all the proposal toremit the question 
to the popular suffrage must approve itself as thor- 
oughly consistent with democratic doctrines and 
institutions. Norcanthere be any serious ques- 


can party with the spirit and purpose of the Chi- 
cago convention. The issue is one about which 
all men are thinking. The evils of the saloon, 
both in politics and society, are being recognized 
as never before. A spirit is growing up among 
thiuking and patriotic men of a kind to sweep 
away any selfish obstruction, and this spirit has 
its Jodgmentinthe republican party itself. The 
anti saloon convention at Chicago is but an out- 
ward sign ofa growing tendency and determina- 
ticn. Itis the beginning of organized action on 
the one line which promises enduring and solid 
results, 

l-ven the conservative and strictly busi- 
ness Herald wheels into line. It calls at- 
tention to the fact that prohibition has 
stepped out of the domain of moral suasion 
and taken a sudden leap into the arena of 
politics to the dismay of the politicians. It 
Says: 

The ravages made by over indulgence in intoxi- 
cants have for generations, and rightly, claimed 
the grave attention of the community. Sooner or 
later—and the sooner the better—they must be 
faced, and if possible, overcome. 


[t is certainly time that something was done to 
check the reckless defiance of the law throughout 
the country. The Herald has always advocated 
wise and astringent measures, and elways enconr: 
aged a wholesome limit to the sale of rum and all 
its numberless adulterations. 

The old-fashioned Evening Tost remarks 
that it is but to repeat a commonplace to 
say that the salcons are the nurseries of vice 
and crime. It says in conclusion: 

There never has been, iu fact, in any age or 
country, a trade sodistinctly marked out for legal 
reprobation and «discouragement as liquor dealing 
in the United States in our time. 
merits or demeritsof alcoholic drinks, the man 
who sells them seéms always prone to become a 
‘ocia! nuisance, and hisshop a fountain of evil, 
W hate. er cuts down the numbers of the class, or 
diminishes its power and importance, is good leg- 
islation, w hether it dimigishes the actual consum D- 
tion of liquorornot. And.fully convinced as we are 
of the folly of prohibition as a political movement 
we admit freely that wherever prohibition dimin- 
ishes the number of liquor dealers and makes them 
hide their heads. it does not wholly fail. Some- 
thing is gained when the liquor dealer is driven 
into obscurity and the saleon closed, even ifthe 
drinking does goon as bad as ever. 

The Philadelphia Press believes that the 

majority of the yepublican party will plant 
itself on the Chicago anti-saloon platform, 
which— 
—By recommending bigh license, local option or 
prohibition, accerding as public sentiment war- 
rants the adoption of any one of these methods in 
different localities, it suggests the ouly course 
found practicable in dealing with this question. 

The western papers are seriously divided. 
The Chicago Tribune would be satisfied 
with high license, but it fears that the rural 
counties by their majority in the legislature 
will place the cities under prohibition. It 
raises this objection: 

Suppore, for instance, paper prohibition should 
be pasted by the legislature of Illinois, how could 
it be enforced in Chicago, where more than nine- 
tenths of the voters are hostile to it? How could 
ten men ip every hundred stop the other ninety 
from drinking whatand when they wished? Cer- 
tainly in no other way than by calling in over- 
powering outside help. Would the rural com- 
munitics which might favor prohibition send the 
large military forces here, proclaim martial law, 
stop drinking, and put down the liquor traffic at 
the point of the bayonet? Would such a@ proceed. 
ing be anything else than despotic tyranny’ But 
in what other way than by military force could 
probibition be enforced in Chicago? To prevent 
drinking would kcep a pretty large army busy night 
end day, 

The Chicago Herald pokes fun at the 
whole business, and indulges in a few re 
flections npon cranks and hypocrites. 

It would be easy to fill columns with 
these significant expressions of opinion, but 
we bave given the drift of republican and 
independent sentiment. The great point in 
favor of the Chicago platform is that it isa 
flexible, self-adjusting affair. It declares 
for bigh license where that is the only pra:- 
ticable thing, local option where that is the 
best that can be secured, and total prehibi- 
tion where a state is strong enough to cgrry 
it.

The Madrid Revolt. 

Our dispatches give us a lively picture of 
an unsuccessful attempt to inaugurate a 
revolution in Madrid. 

It was nota popular uprising. ‘The peo- 
ple had nothing to do with it. A few hun- 
dred discontented soldiers broke out of their 
barracks and startled the civilians by rush- 
ing through the streets shouting, ‘‘Live the 
republic !”’ 

The revolutionists were without a plan 
and withouta head.

they were disappointed. After a few hours 
hot work the rebels were suppressed and 
scattered. 

A peculiar incident of the affair was the 
seizure of one of the depots and the depart- 
ure of the revolutionists on a special train 
closely pursued by another special train 
containing government troops. 

It will be recollected that the last revolt 
in Madrid, a year or two ago, was caused by 
the introdnction of a few kegs of beer into 
the barracks. The soldiers got boozy and 
thought that they owned the country. Our 
dispatches would indicate that the boys had 
obtained a fresh supply of beer. It seems 
to have been a drunken racket all the way 
through.

It is understood that 
the movement of the chief of police in this 
direction will be actively pushed during the 
coming season. This is our best policy. The 
tramps must be made to understand that if 
they attempt to winter in Atlanta they will 
be put to work. Itis rough, but we must 
protect ourselves,

Silver Certificates. 

On Friday next the government will be- 
gin to issue from the sub-treasuries the small 
denominations of silver certificates. It is 
said the first issue will be the one dollar 
notes. Thetwo and five dollar notes are 
not ready yet. 

These certificates are issued against de- 
posits of silver dollars, and while not a _le- 
gal tender, are receivable by the treasury 
for all dues, and are redeemable on demand 
in legal tender silver dollars. Therefore, 
the silver certificates are as good as legal 
tender. 

The small bills will fill the gap created 
by the withdrawal of the legal tender notes, 
and will be welcomed by the business 
world. The certificates are issued under a 
mandatory provision of the sundry civil ap- 
propiiation act,

At an early hourevery morning « group of 
workmen, armed with picks, shovels, and drilia 
can be seeh leaving the suburbsof ( hattancogaand 
making their way to a bluff, below which fow the 
yellow waters of the Temnessec.

By the time they are 
well at their task a lady approaches; takes a chaig 
which she finds under aipavilion a few feet from, 
the excavation, and fixes her eyes intently on the 
men as they dig away. 


The mystery of this apparently aimless delving 
in a lonely spot, away from any other sign of in- 
dustry, is still farther complicated by the presence 
and bebavior of this lady. She is evidently ab 
sorbed in the work which is going on befere her, 
though it seems to have no patiern or design 
whatever. She gazes on it steatily hour after 
bour as the morning grows toward noon. She has 
no book or needle to divert her; her entire atten« 
tion is absorpedin the monotonous work before 
her. When the men stop work for dinner she 
makes a «lose exsmination of the hole they have 
dug in the ground and then goes to dinner. By 
the time work is resumed she is back in her ehair 
watching the fall of every pick and the delivery 
of every shovel. 


She has the air of one seeking forsome hidder 
treasure; and that is just what she is doing. Some- 
how this lady has become possessed with the beé 
lief that near the spot where her employes are dig- 
ging lies an enormous amount of gold, placed 
there nearly half a century ago by John Ross, the 
famous Cherokee chief, before he went with his 
people westward. Astothesourcesof her infor- 
mation she is reticent. She asserts dogmatically 
that there is gola buried beneath that binff, and 
nothing can dissuade her from that faith or from 
the belief that shejwill find it. Sheis indigerent 
alike to argument and ridicule. Day after dayshe 
sends the men to work, and patiently watches 
them turn up the barren soil. The pursuit of this 
phantom treasure has cost her heavily already, 
but she says she will spend the last cent she has iu 
the world in the seareh for the hidden gold. 


This lady is the embodiment, though Im an er- 
ratic form, of one of the ruling characteristics of 
the times. Thespirit of speculation never ran so 
rife before, and our own country is the hot-bed of 
its most exuberant growth. There is a craze for 
money-making by swift and brilliant methods. 
The Goddess of Fortune isthe tutelar divinity of 
thousands, and every device which promises to 
secure her fickle smile is eagerly accepted. 


The unsettling of business methods and the rapid 
rise of great fortunes was one of the most demoral- 
izing results and one of the most permanent @isas- 
ters accruing from the civil war. People came to 
despise the old-fashion way of slow accumulation 
by hard work and low but certain dividends, 
They ssw men walk into the Gold Room in New 
York and in ten minutes scoop a fortune that 
would last a life time. Stock boards 
were opened before their eyes every day 
with the assurance of wealth to those who would 
correctly guess whether their figures would rise or 
fall. Men digginginthe rocky, sterile felds of 
Pemnsylvania ‘struck oil,’’ and the wage-worker 
became a millionaire ina day. An Iirishma 
working with his pick inthe mines of Nevada, at 
three dollars a day, makes ‘“‘a find’’ on a deserted 
claim, soon counts hisfortune by the hundred 
million, and is the honored guest of princes and 
kings. ¥ortunes are picked up like pebbies in the 
west, and a city of thirty thousand people springs 
into existence within ayear,on thesoil whick 
seems sown with silver. With a sharply manipu< 
lated margin of afef dollars, penurious clerks 
become bondholders in a few weeks. Onecity idl 
the south pockets five million dollars in 1578 with< 
out any trouble except guessing that the price of 
cotton would. go up. A_ poor, dé« 
sponding mechanic tinkers away on @ 
well worn model, slips in a new springor changes 
a wheel, and in a few days is levying a tax of mil- 
lions a year'on the public. Andsoit goes. It is 
the easiest thing in the world to get rich in such @ 
time and in such a country. 


With these and many other eventsof like char- 
acter occurring every day snd trumpeted by the 
press to the uttermost parts of the earth, is it to be 
expected that there shall be no contagion of the 
fever? It catches everywhere. If my neighbor 
can pick up a fortune in his path why shoulda’tI 
find one in mine? If Jay Gould can pocket a mil- 
lion in the rise of a stock in one day, why can’tl 
clear &@ month’ssalary by laying my little % 
bill on some _ stock which ll am sure 
is going to rise? I can’t 
lose much and I may get the start toa fortune. A 
man can ‘work hardand live close, stinting his 
necessities and starving his pride, and when old 
age comes may bave a few thousand dollars wrung 
out ofthe privations and toil of years. In one 
day he could have made ten times as much if he 
had put his small pittance on the right side of the 
stock’ beard. Stocks sometimes jump a hundred 
points a day and #100 will clear you $10,000—if you 
only hayeit on theright side. Wages are low and 
work hasn’t grown much easier since our first pas 
rents began it. Speculating is far more pleasant 
and pays a creat deal better—sometimes. 


Such are the thonghts that fy through many @ 
mind in this feverish time. Many a man of strong 
senses and iron will has found this music too sweet 
to be resisted. Someof them have realized thei 
fond hopes and have ascended by this slippery 
way to permanent and commanding position, 
While the world admires their success it loses 
sight of the multitude of wrecks out of which these 
few fortunes: are made, Somebody has to pay. 
While one man gains another or many others 
are losing. One deal in a railroad stock has 
ruined thousands of little fortunes, while it puffed 
the purse of the money king who schemed it. Th@ 
lives of some of those who are accounted fortu- 
nate in this way is far from enviable. It is a® 
ceaseless fret: a succession of wearing Cares: a cone 
stant dread of the stroke of that Nemesis who works 
some startling retributions now andther. What 
of the fate of those who lose? The faint hope 
more desperately clutched after each mistake, 
that the next venture will win: thé 
steady wasting of resources; the paralysis 
of energy; the destruction of the old time peace and 
the serene, sweet old hopes; the anxiety which 
wastes the body and often wrecks the mind; the 
desperate chase after the tempting prize which 
carries many &@ man of noble nature into dishonor 
worse then death and leaves his ruined life strand- 
ed on the reefs of depair!

THE PRISONERS BELIEVE TH&RE 
IS SMALLPOX IN JAIL. 


One Death and the lllmess of Other Prisoners Causes 
& Stampede in Jail—A Case of Meningitis— 
Every Preceution Being Used to Prevent 
its Spread Among the Prisoners. 


Almost a panic occurred in the Fulton coun- 
ty jail yesterdsy morning. 

The inmates were very badly frightened 
and many begged to be released or carried out 
under guard, 

This was caused by the death of Robert 
White, colored, and the sickness of several 
other prisoners, when it was announced by 
some of the prisoners that it was smallpox, but 
such was not the case. White died from a 
congestive chi'l, a revenue prisoner named 
Holden has the meningitis and three or four 
are sick with other diseases. The United 
States surgeon, Dr. Stiles, told the prisoners 
that they need not be alarmed, but even this 
did not quiet their fears. They wanted to got 
out and get quick.

Gartrell « Ladson, counsel for the defense, 
announced readiness, Whittaker sat near his 
coupsel and did not appear the least unnery- 
ed, It required considerable time to get a 
jury, after which the witnesses were sworn 
for the state. The evidence showed that 
Whittaker, together with two companions 
went to a dance near Reynoldstown 
Christmas eve night one yearago. The neg: 
roes were in high glee and considerable whis- 
ky was beipg drunk. Whittaker and his com- 
panions wanted to dance, but objections were 
raised by William Draketord, when Whittaker 
became enraged, The two men, followed by 
others, went out intothe street and after a 
few words Whittaker drew his pistol and 
fired, striking a negro named Jenkins just to 

he left of his nose, Jenkins fell, and Whitt- 

aker, thinking he had killed his man, ran od, 
followed by Drakeford. Seeing 
that he was pursued he 
wheeled around and shot Drakeford, the shot 
proving fatal. By this time, with two shot 
men to look after, the other negroes became so 
excited that Whittaker escaped, and was not 
apprebended till the past summer in Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

The evidence appears to be very strong 
against Whittaker, as the witnesses swear that 
the shooting was unprovoked. Whittaker 
will endeavor to prove today that it was not 
unprovoked, and that his character isas good 
as that of most any other colored man in the 
city. The evidence for the defense will con- 
sume all of today.

THE ENGLISH GRAIN MARKET. 


The Fine Weather of Great Benetit to the 
Late Crops. 

LONDON, September 20.—The Mark Lane 
Express, in its weekly review of the British 
grain trade, says the brilliant weather of the 
past week has been of immense service to late 
crops. Trade is without feature. Small de- 
liveries have kept prices unaltered. Sales of 
English wheat during the past week were 42,- 
620 quarters, at 31s. 3d., against 10,441 quar- 
ters at 50s. 10d., during the corresponding 
week last year. Flour wasdull, and prices 
favored buyers, The market was depressed 
by large arrivals of low-priced foreign stuff. 


Barley is arriving slowly. Sell- 
ers are asking an advance of 
5s. per quarter. Foreign wheats are de- 


pressed, Corn is somewhat cheaper, but the 
scarcity of American flat mixed has helped to 
sustain values on spot. Three wheat cargoes 
were sold and six were withdrawn. There 
were no arrivals, The off coast market is 
bare. Trade forward is weaker. At today’s 
market wheat was steady, but the market was 
slow. Thecontinued fine weather prevents 
activity. Flour wes very quiet. Prices of 
round corn were in buyers favor. American 
mixed was very scarce. Oats were in large 
supply and trade was dragging.
